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AN EXPERT ON THE ‘PHILIPPINES. 


It is to be hoped that the honorable Woodrow Wilson, now Presi- 
dent of these United States, will find an opportunity to read a very 
excellent book written by one Dean C. Worcester, whom he recently 
removed from the position of a member of the Philippine Commission, 
because we know no one whose reading of the volume in question 
would be of more service to the Islands and their inhabitants and this 
country than the aforesaid Woodrow. Dean Worcester has spent 
eighteen years in the Philippines. He was there before the American 
occupation, he has been there since, and he his visited all parts of the 
archipelago and knows whereof he writes: Like the distinguished 
gentleman who presides over this nation, he was and is a professor 
in a university ; but unlike the President, he has had a very wide ex-. 
perience and has had years in which to observe conditions that the 
President knows nothing about, but proposes to nguile with all the 
inexperience of ignorance. 

Worcester discusses first of all the Malay race and reaches the 
conclusion that ‘‘whether he be full blooded or half breed, of Euro- 
pean or Asiatic extraction, he is the past master of the art of decep- 
tion.’’ Continuing his description of the race, Worcester says that 
“‘he can even convey a false impression while telling the truth,’ and 
has so deceived those who do not know his character that the books 
and articles written gbout the Islands are fall of errors which could 
almost be classed as atrocious.’’ 

But what will interest the people of this eountry the most is the 
description of the so-ealled Republic which Aguinaldo presided over, 
and which was described in such glowing if ridiculous phrases by the 
late Senator Hoar of Massachusetts and other anti-imperialists. There 
are a large number of tribes on the Islands and each has its own 
tongue. The Filipinos who desire independence that they may rule 
their neighbors are only one of the many and they seem to owe what 
they know to the schools and colleges maintained under the Spanish 
domain. The Spaniards, however, apparently only interested them- 
selves in the few larger. towns and along the coast lines, and never 
made any effort to subdue or to hold any intercourse with the natives 
_in the pine who are in most cases more fierce than the Apaches 
among our Indians. 

It is well to understand that the Filipinos, even those who want 
independence, do not want it as we understand the term. They want 
_to"be independent under the protection uf the American flag. In 

\. other words, the United States is to guard them from outside foes 
while they run the government and do as they please within the coun- 
try. What they would do is perhaps evident from the fact that the 
Philippine Assembly has always refused to abolish slavery in’ the 
Islands, and though such a law has now heen passed, it was ®nly at 
the absolute dictation of this country, and would be repealed tomor- 
row if we left the Islands, 

When the Islands were taken under American control Aguinaldo 
and his associates ordered all the natives, ander the pain of terrible 
punishment and death, to tell all the Americans they met that they 
demanded absolute independence. Two naval officers went through 
Luzon at the command of the American government in 1898 and re- 


* 


ported a condition of profound peace and obedience to law, whereas f° 


the most terrible atrocities. were going on all around them, but the 
natives did not dare to mention the facts to the visitors. - 

Dean Worcester quotes from captured correspondence to sub- 
stantiate his allegations.’ The worse mutilations, it is said, of prison- 
ers of war cannot be mentioned, a fact which can be readily under- 
stood in the Unjted States b those who have talked to returning sol- 
diers, or who have perhaps seen men who had themselves suffered by 
the unspeekable cruelty of the savages, who are pictured by some 
sentimentalists as the duplication of the American Ratriots of the 
Revolution.

It is not charity either to give where we know it will do harm, 
because the printiple of charity is love, and to contribute to our 
neighbor’s misfortune is not an evidence of our love for him but 
quite the contrary. Thus, to give money to a man to buy a drink 
which we know will land him in jail eventually, and when we can sée 
by his appearance that he has had entirely too many drinks already 
is not charity. On the eontrary, it is the very opposite of charity. 
It is the most uncharitable act we can do. 

The fact is that money is not needed to be charitable, and the | 
greatest genuine charity has nothing to do with money. The men and| 
women who give up their lives to nurse the siek, to eare for the father- 
less, without: compensation and without the world even knowing 
their names are genuine examples of charity, but they are doing what 
they are doing not because of the money thot is in it, for as a rule it 
is a case of the money that goes out rather than of that which comes 
in, but because of their genuine love for their fellow men. 

As we look back through the ages we will see that the elevation 
of humanity, the betterment of conditions, aad-the improvement of the 
welfare of the masses has always been due to this genuine charity, 
and very little of it to the gifts of those who could give without any 
personal sagerifice. The asylums that shelter the homeless of all ages, 
the institutions which teach the poor, the hospitals and homes, are 
very largely the gifts of those whose names are unknown. It is the 
anonymous giver who has erected the churches and who does the 
larger part of keeping them up. When a church relies on a few rich 
men to support it its end is not far off. 

Genuine charity, therefore, is most generally found among those 
who themselves are supposed to be objects of charity. Let us remem- 
ber that and try and see if we can not be charitable in the highest 
sense of the word. -In the sense of Him who told us to love our 
brother as ourselves. :

WHY EASTER. 


DATE CHANGES 


WITH EVERY YEAR 


Today is the first Sunday of Lent. 
As is weli known, Lent is the time 
between Ash Wednesday and Haster 
Sunday. It is nominally forty days, 
although Easter Sunday is the forty- 


seventh day after Easter, that is due 


to the fact that the Sundays in Lent 
——six in number—are not counted in 
the forty days. Originally the Len- 
ten season covered only six weeks, 
of six days each, but it was extended 
tq embrace four more becguse of the 
fact that Christ fasted forty days in 
the desert. 

Lent, like all the movable feasts of 
the church calendar, depends upon 
the date when Easter is celebrated 
and as that varies every year, Lent 
begins sometimes’ as early as Febru- 
ary 5, at it did last year, and some- 


times a menth or more later. 
Easter. being the third day after 
Good Friday, and Good Friday being 
the day after the Jewish Passover of 
the fourteenth of the first month, 
Nisan, i: follows that the date of Eas- 
ter depends upon the celebration of 
the Passover. It will be recalled that 
the eveaing before His crucifixion 
Christ went “into an upper cham- 
ber’ to eat the Passover with His 
disciples. Now the Jews held their 
Passover celebration in honor of their 
escape [rom the Egyptians, on the 
fourteenth of the first month after 
the equinoxial moon. But as the 
Jewish year only had 354 days, every 
four years a month was added, not 
according to any scientific. method, 
but arbitrarily by the Jewish council. 
The resvit is that it has been found 
impossibie to make the dates under 
the Christian calendar and _ those 
given in the Jewish coincide exactly, 
and therefore many exact dates are 
unknown. Thus it is known that 
Christ was crucified on the 15th of 
the month of Nisan in the thirty-third 
year of his life, but what date that 
would have been in the calendar 
which we now use cannot be defin- 


itely decided, though it is thought 
to have been March 27. It is known 
also that the day of His death was 
Friday, and that the resurrection oc- 
curred on the first day of the week 
of Sunday, and'‘for that reason the 
religious day of the week was moved 
from Saturday, the Jewish holiday, 
to Sunday. The Jews, hewever, cele- 
brate tre passover on any day of the 
week. At first the Kaster festival 
was ceiebrated at different dates in 
differert locations—at Antioch at 


| one time, at Rome at another—a fact 


which led to animated discussions as 
early as the year 120. 

The Nicene Couneil, called at the 
direction of Constantine the Great, 
practically ordered it celebrated on 
the first Sunday after the first, 
moon, vfter the Equinox, W 
now the universal custom, @lthough: 
&@ movement is now on foot “in 
Catholic church to havea dennll 
date established for it, as is the case 
with Cnristmas. On the date of Bas- 
ter depends the feasts of Ash Wednes- 
day, Good Friday, Ascension, Pen- 
tecost and the Sundays after Pente- 
cost. ; 

Easter Sunday, therefore, is always 
the first Sunday after the full moon, 
which happens upon or next after the 
21st of March; and if the ‘full moon 
happens cn a Sunday; Easter day is 
the Sunday after. : 

The mathematically inclined can 
ascertain the date of Easter in any 
year of this century by following this 
rule: 

Divide the date of the year by 19 
and call the remainder a; divide the 
date of the year by 4 and ¢all the re- 
mainder b; divide the date of the 
year by 7 and call the remainder c; 
divide 19 a plus 24 by 30 and call 
the remainder d; divide 2 b plus 4 c, 
plus 6 d, plus 5, by 7 and call the 
remainder e. Easter will be the 22nd 
Plus d, plus e of March, or the d plus 
e plus 9 of April.
